Update for Field Day 
2020

Field Day 2020 at the historic Fort Wayne has been 
approved by the Board of Directors of the Fort. It is 
still unclear whether or not the Fort will be open to 
the public. A lot will depend on the state's current 
orders in effect at the time. Operators at the stations 
in the Fort may need to take precautions. We will do 
whatever we can to avoid the need to wear masks, as 
that would be probably real miserable in the heat of 
the summer and the heat of competition! The meal 
on Saturday evening will most likely not happen, and 
operators will have to provide their own food and 
drink. 


To reduce the chances of stations causing interference to each other, we are requesting that if 
you have HF band pass filters, please loan them for the weekend to FWRC's Field Day operation. 
If you can build filters, we would greatly appreciate that. For VHF, if you have strip line filters 
or can build some, please do. Also, we need common mode chokes, at least two per station, so if 
you have any to contribute, please do. Multiple generators would be another way to isolate the 
stations. FWRC may purchase enough ferrite toriods to equip all power supplies. Analog power 
supplies are also requested, as switching power supplies often do not have the proper isolation 
from AC line to DC output. Speakers, keys, and mics also need ferrite chokes to minimize 


interference. Watch for announcements, on-the-air planning meetings, and more details!

e Be able to reliably communicate on the 
146.88 MHz and 146.91 MHz repeaters. 


Have attended a storm spotter class within 
the preceding two years. 


Have become familiar with the Net Opera- 
tions Manual. 


A benefit of serving as an NCS operator is ac- 
cess to NWSChat, the National Weather Ser- 
vice’s private, internet text chat system, which 
enables users to view a variety of useful and in- 
teresting severe weather information.

The 2020 running of the Indiana QSO Party is now history. A challenge was made to the Fort Wayne Radio Club mem- 
bership to show the other radio clubs in our state how great our 100 year old club is! 28 club members activated their 
personal stations during the 12 hour HF event producing 4,802 contacts! WOW, that’s 400 contacts per hour coming 
from our club members! Our mission, as a club, was to win the Club Competition category: a special award (plaque) for 
the Indiana amateur radio club whose members turn in the highest total aggregate score. Looking back over the years 
for the record to beat, the members of the Lafayette DX Association set a record score of 470,832 points in 2009. While 
that is the all-time record, we were looking at simply winning the plaque for this year. Last year the Lafayette club won 
the plaque with 6 submitted logs and 365,155 points. (Fort Wayne was second with 161,163 points from 10 logs.) So, 
the big question weighing on your mind, “how did we do?”

VHF/UHF FM Simplex Contest 


Results and Summary 


The 2020 Northeastern Indiana VHF/UHF FM Sim- 
plex Contest was held on Saturday evening, April 4th, 
from 7:00 to 10:00 p.m. This year’s event had much 
more activity than previous years, most likely due to 
the COVID-19 virus pandemic restrictions curtailing 
competing events. There were over 30 stations partic- 
ipating, some for a brief time, others for the whole 
three hours. This made for more contacts made, more 
counties on the air, and more townships worked for 
multipliers, and more logs submitted. From the logs 
submitted, there was activity in nine counties, con- 
tacts made to 29 townships, and the four rovers acti- 
vated a total of 13 townships. 17 logs were submitted. 
From comments heard on the air and notes attached 
to logs, everyone had a good time and are looking 
forward to next year’s contest. 


BASE CATEGORY 


Anyone listening to toe contest knew that three sta- 
tions were making the most contacts, with similar 
numbers. These operators were Ed, WAQ9BBN, Steve, 
W9SAN, and Jim, KD9GDY. It was unknown which 
one would come out on top until the logs were submit- 
ted. The log of Ed, WA9BBN, was received first, 
showing 46 contacts and 15 townships worked, for a 
score of 690. The log of Steve, W9SAN, was received 
next. Steve had calculated his own score, and his cal- 
culation showed him to be 42 points below Ed. Upon 
official tabulation of Steve’s log, it was found that Ste- 
ve had missed counting a township worked, so he ac- 
tually had 54 contacts and 13 townships for a score of 
702, surpassing Ed’s score by 12. A week later, the 
log of Jim, KD9GDY, was received. Jim had made 51 
contacts, a number between those made by Ed and 
Steve, however, Jim had worked the most townships, 
17, giving him the high score of 867. It was a close 
finish for the top three entries of the 13 logs submitted 
in the Base category.

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A Look Back at White’s Radio Log 
Carl Luetzelschwab KOLA 


Prior to becoming a ham in October 1961, | was an SWL (short wave listener). 
| even had a call sign assigned by Popular Electronics — WPE9BQH. With the 
National NC-60 receiver that Mom and Dad bought me in the late 1950s, | 
scoured the bands — from the low end of the AM broadcast band to the 10- 
Meter ham band — and everything in between. 


——__._ = One of the invaluable tools of the SWL trade back then was White’s Radio 
Log. It touted itself as “An up-to-date broadcasting directory of AM, FM, TV and Short-Wave Stations.” It 
was in the old Radio-TV Experimenter magazine. Let’s look at Volume 37 Number 2 of White’s Radio 
Log that was in the Fall 1960 Radio-TV Experimenter. 


The first “list” is U.S. and Canadian AM Stations by Frequency. I’m sure you’ve heard of clear-channel 
stations — in late 1960 there were four true clear-channel stations: WMAQ in Chicago on 670 Kcs (since 
we talking the late 1960s, I’ll use cycles instead of Hertz), WLW in Cincinnati on 700 Kcs, WGN in Chica- 
go on 720 Kcs and WOAI in San Antonio on 1200 Kcs. These four were the only US stations on their re- 
spective frequency, and they all ran 50,000 Watts day and night. 


There were other “clear-channel” stations on frequencies with only a few others on the same frequency. 
WOWO at 50,000 Watts on 1190 Kcs was one of these. There were seven other stations on 1190 Kcs — 
one was KEZY in California at 1000 Watts day and night, four were lower power daytime only and the 
other two were KEX in Portland at 50,000 Watts day and night and KLIF in Dallas at 50,000 Watts day 
and night. To eliminate interference between WOWO, KEX and KLIF, directional antenna patterns were 
used at night. 


The next list was U.S. and Canadian AM Stations by Location. There were four AM stations in Fort 
Wayne then: WOWO, WGL on 1250 Kcs, WANE on 1450 Kes and WKJG on 1380 Kcs. 


The United States FM Stations list showed that Fort Wayne only had one FM station — WPTH on 95.1 
Mcs (megacycles = MHz). In the United States Television Stations list, Fort Wayne had WANE-TV on 
channel 15, WKJG-TV on channel 33 and WPTA on channel 21. 


The last list was the one that | used on a regular basis. It was the World-Wide Short-Wave Stations. It 
listed international short-wave stations from 4630 Kcs (just below the 60-Meter SWL band) to 26080 Kcs 
(the 11-Meter SWL band). Of note were the stations in the then 40-Meter Novice band (7150-7200). The

Whether it’s the Straight Key Century Club Weekend 
Sprintathon (WES) or Tuesday Evening Sprint (SKS) or 
special operating achievements, our Fort Wayne Radio 
Club members are setting new standards with their activity! 
In the April WES, there were 412 entries with about 390 
from the US. Included in the published results are totals 
from each state. Indiana was on top with a total of 2072 
qso’s overcoming our rival Pennsylvania of 1437! But what 
was more astonishing is that 1695 of the Indiana qso’s 
came from 12 Fort Wayne Radio Club members! In the 
May WES, Indiana was on top again with FWRC members 
leading the charge! Jack-W9GT led the pack with 301 
qso’s followed by Tom-KU8T with 176, John-W9WN with 
125, Ed-WA9BBN with 124 and Jim-KD9GDY with 108. 
Additional participants included Al-K9FW, Dave-N9FGP, 
Don-K9LI, Rose-KA9GKE, Josh-W9HT, Bill-W9SA, and 
Ken-N8kKR. Our April 2 hour Sprint placed Indiana in first 
place with 6 of the 8 IN entrants from the FWRC! (And their 
combined score led all of the states!) 


Along with these great operating results, several of our club 
members have made special achievements. New SKCC 
Senators include Don-K9LI and Jack-W9GT! Congratula- 
tions to them! (Becoming a Senator is not easy: 100 mem- 
ber qso’s to reach Centurion status, then 50 unique mem- 
bers who are at least Centurions to reach Tribune, 350 
more unique contacts for Tribune x 8 status, then 200 
unique contacts with Tribunes and Senators to reach Sena- 
tor status!) Congratulations to Dave-N9FGP who reached 
Tribune status, Tom-KU8T who is Tribune x 6, John- 
W9OWN who is Tribune x 6, and Al-K9FW who has ad- 
vanced the local club call, NEQEE, to Tribune x 8 status in 
a matter of a couple of weeks! By the time you read this, 
NE9EE will probably be a Senator! On the heels of Sena- 
tor achievement is Jim-KD9GDY. Go get ‘em Jim! Finally, 
congratulations go to Ed-WA9BBN who has achieved the 
TripleKey award. So far there have only been 68 members 
who have successfully made the 300 contacts required: 
100 with a straight key, 100 with a bug, and 100 with a 
cootie! Ed is TripleXkey #36 and is only the 2° member in 
Indiana to receive this award. Examples of the 3 different 
keys are shown in the picture at the end of this article. 


Straight Key Century Club continues to grow at a fast rate. 
Our current membership totals 22,500. Just 15 months 
ago, W9TE joined at 20,000! A 15 month gain of 2,500 
members is incredible! Our local enthusiasm is contagious!

KS9KCC Multi for April WES

What do you do when you have planned a multi-multi 
operation for WES and suddenly have a “stay-at-home” 
order? Creativity abounds when these things happen so 
the gang here at Fort Wayne, IN, who would normally be 
a part of this operation explored some possibilities. What 
we came up with was pretty simple. Since we all live 
within a ten mile radius, we decided to activate KS9KCC 
from our individual stations. We came up with an online 
real time sign-up system (thanks Jay-W9LW) with hourly 
band slots. That did three things for us: immediate sign 
up, keeping one signal per band, and monitoring the 
maximum 24 hour operating limit allowed for a WES. 
We also continuously monitored and kept in touch with 
each other on the local 146.91 repeater. Official spotting 
on the sked page was done by me which meant | contin- 
ually monitored where the various ops were located and 
spotted them.
